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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The newly amended claims are drawn to a method which was not previously claimed or searched. The 
orignally filed claims were drawn to methods comprising certain steps, the amended claims were drawn to methods consisting a set of 
steps, and the new method is drawn to a method consisting a different set of steps. Therefore, further consideration and search would be 
required. It is noted that since applicant has amended their claims to include steps which were previously not permitted, the prior art, US
